Howland's club friends were in court 
during th c proceedings 
The Power at United States Courts to 
Interfere In State Offenses. 


WASHING rou, Nov. 23 —The United 


States supreme court yesterday, in the 
case of Charles C Cook, appellant, 
from the decision of tho United Staten 
court for tho eastern district of Wis- 
consin, rendeied an interesting de- 
cision as to tlie power of the United 
States courts to interfeio in stato of- 
fenses. Cook was charged with a vio- 
lation of the statues of Wisconsin by 
receiving

deposit 
knowing his 


bank 
was 
insolvent. 
When 
the 


deposit was received by the cashier of 
Cook's bank Cook was in the state of 
Wisconson, but took a train for Chi- 
cago before the deposit was actually 
entered up 
He was arrested in Chi- 


cago on a lequisition issued by the gov- 
ernor of Wisconsin, and a writ oi 
habeas corpus was sued out in the state 
court, but the court discharged the writ 
and delivered tho prisoner to the agent 
of the state of Wisconsin, to be taken 
baclc for trial. 


Pending his trial hemade application 


to the circuit court of the United States, 
claiming that he was not a fugitive 
from justice within the meaning of the 
expression and laws ol the United 
States 
The United States court dis- 


missed this writ and an appeal was 
taken to the supreme court Irom this 
dicision 


Mr. Justice Brown affirmed the posi- 


tion previously held by the supreme 
court, that where a person isin custody 
under process from a state court ol 
original jurisdiction for an alleged of- 
fense against the laws of the state and 
it is claimed that he is restrained oi 
his liberty in violation of the legisla- 
tion of the United States the circuit 
court of the United States has a des- 
cretion whether or not, it will dis- 
charge him in advance ol his trial, and 
may, if it chooses, require him to sue 
out his writ of error before the highest 
court of the state. Therefore the d& 
oree of the United States circuit court 
in refusing to discharge the defendant 
under a writ of habeas corpus was af- 
firmed.

The force of the explosion was awful, 
the ground being shaken as though by 
an earthquake. The force of the ex- 
plosion is further shown by the dis- 
tance to which some of the men were 
blown through the air a distance of 
over 100 yards. 
It la supposed that the explosion was 


caused by a piece of fuse which became 
lighted in some manner and conveyed 
the fatal spark to the boxes in which 
the powder cans were kept. 


The scene at the month of the mine 


following the explosion was one of 
great excitement. The entire popula- 
tion gathered and the women, suppos- 
$ng at first that a larger foroe were In i 
the mine than reallv were, begged that | 
reseuen go in to them. Ik would have 
been death, however, to have gone in 
before the air had cleared. 


That some of those who were in the 


mine were not suffocated to death is 
due to the presence of mind of James 
Clark and James Boden, who got the 
outside door of the shaft, which had 
been blortn from Its hinges, and re- 
placed it.

DEATH IN THE HIDE. 


Frightful Explosion in a Weat 


Virginia Colliery. 


TWENTY-FIVE KEGS OF GUNPOWDER, 


Accidentally Ignited, Spread Death and 


Maiming la All Directions—A For- 


tunate 
Circumstance 
Which 


Saved a Great Many Lives. 


STKIIBENVILLE, 0., Nov, 28.—A fear- 


ful powder explosion occurred shortly 
after noon yesterday in the Blanch 
coal mine, located at the west end of 
Colliers, W. Vo. Twenty-five kegs of 
powder exploded causing the instant 
death of three miners and the serious 
wounding of eight others, three of 
whom will probably die. 


The names "of those who were killed 


are: 


John Piesky. 
Westlyn Anderson, colored. 
Michael Cohoker. 
The wounded are: William Anderson, 


colored. Edward Cook^ colored; horri- 
bly burned about head and back; will 
die 
John GiUesple, lately came from 


Akron, 0; burned badly. John An- 
derson, colored, on his way to the mine, 
was blown out a distance of several 
feet, on a trestle; head badly cut. Law. 
rence Campbell, burned abouttarms and 
back. John Saging, burned very seri- 
ously about arms and head; was sent to 
a 
Pittsburgh 
hospital 
Matthew 


Wright, burned about head and back. 
George Teeters, injured 
internally. 


John Ramsey, burned about head and 
arms. 


John Hullym a miner, is missing, but 


it is not known whether he was about 
at the time of the explosion or not. 


The explosion occurred as the men 


were returning from dinner, which was 
providential, for had it occurred ten 
minutes later the destruction of life 
would have been something dreadful. 
The force of the explosion was awful, 
the ground being shaken as though by 
an earthquake. The force of the ex- 
plosion is further shown by the dis- 
tance to which some of the men were 
blown through the air a distance of 
over 100 yards. 


It la supposed that the explosion was 


caused by a piece of fuse which became 
lighted in some manner and conveyed 
the fatal spark to the boxes in which 
th* powder cans were kept. 


The scene at the mouth of the mine 


following the explosion was one of 
great excitement. The entire popula- 
tion gathered and the women, suppos- 
ing at first that a larger force were in 
the mine than really were, begged that 
resouws go in to them. It would have 
been death, however, to have gone in 
before the air had cleared. 


That some of those who were in the 


mine were not suffocated to death is 
due to the presence of mind of James 
Clark and Jamas Boden, who got the 
outside door of the shaft, which bad 
been blorra from its hinges, and re- 
placed U. 


The mine belongs to H. C. Smith, of 


New Cumberland, W. Va., and William 
Smith and John McNutt, of Wellsville. 
About"fifty men are employed in tbe 
mine, irhich has been in operation 
sinoe May, 1891.
